There 
has been an added call for trucks 
and taxicabs, which means that 
the commercial vehicle field is ia 
excellent condition. 

At the present time it is reported 
that one truck manufacturer is not 
prepared to furnish chassis under 
six weeks delivery.

Manufacturers are seeking some- 
thing capable of only one interpre- 
tation to avoid having to step in and 
settle disputes between buyer and 
seller caused by some vague or am- 
biguous statement made by the 
salesman who took the order. 

Salesmen themselves are demand- 
ing a clear and concise statement 
from the manufacturers that they 
can intelligently and honorably rep- 
resent the capacity of the truck in 
the community where they are do- 
ing business - 

It is our contention that if the 
remedy is applied at the source (the 
factory) there will be but little 
trouble in the field. There is no 
place where a manufacturer can 
take his vehicle and have a disin- 
terested third party give it the ca- 
pacity rating in the same way that 
the Bureau of Underwriters rate fire 
pumps, or in the same way that the 
newspaper has its circulation audit- 
ed by the A. B.C 
Inasmuch as the manufacturers 
do employ different principles of 
engineering and do use materials of 
different tensile strength and other 
characteristics, and in doing so put 
ordinary salesmen out of the run- 
ning when it comes to making side- 
by-side comparisons, seems that 
it is up to them clarify their 
position and define capacity in a 
way that leaves no room for misin- 
terpretation or dispute in the 
selling field.
